In Ohio the worst gerrymandering, it is 
said on good authority, cannot prevent a 
democratic congressional gain. An enthusi- 
astic effort to secure the legislature’ will 
be made for on that issue hangs a precious 
seat in the baianced senate. Pennsylvania 
with its revolting republicans and New York 
with Tammany’s marplot crippled, looks 
promising for the democrats. A gain in 
each is almost certain. 

THE MAJORITY EXPECTED. 

Sober calculations from not over hopeful 
men, skilled in watching the signs of pol- 
itics in the north, give the next house to 
the democrats by a majority of from ten to 
thirty. This calculation is base:t on the as- 
sumption that thesouth will send abont as 
many democrats as it now has here. If the 
eoalitionists capture Georgia, elect a 
majority of congressmen and do haif what 
they say they are going to do, these figures 
will need revision. 

Tire caucus passed a resolution requesting 
the democratic representatives from each 
state to name one of their number to go on a 
committee of thirty-eight. This committee is 
to choose a congressional campaign comunittee 
of seyen. Yesterday the various states selected 
their man for the committee of thirty-eight. 
Georgia chose Mr. Clements, of the seventh, 
with confidence in his excellent judgment. 
He has proven that he knows what a good 
campaign is. It was a compliment to a new 
member, but none was ever better bestowed. 
Texas called into service another young 
Georgian, Mr. Olin Wellborn. He knows 
the politics of his state well, 
Either he or Clements would make an excel- 
lent member of the campaign committee. 
They are now on the committee of thirty 
eight, and that will soon have a meeting to 
choose the comrnittee of seven, which is to 
keep a sharp eye on democratic interests in 
every district of every state until the congres- 
sional election is passed. We may look for 
the closest Georgia contest in the ninth. The 
democracy up there is bustling already. That 
its hope is not forlorn is evidenced by the ap- 
pearance 6f a number of prominent men in 
connection with the nomination. Judge 
Erwin, Dr. Carlton, Mr. Pope Darrow, and 
others are spoken of by Georgians in Wash- 
ington as titted for the leadership. 

COLONEL PRICE'S VIEWS. 

Colonel W. P. Price has recenily been in 
Washington, and his presence suggested and 
emphasized his qualifications as a_ candidate. 
The colonel! talks with confidence of a coming 
democratic victory in the ninth, and he is a 
most reliable authority on matters in the 
mountains, for he knows every nook of them. 
Mr. Allen Candler, of Gainesville, has been 
mentioned by the prophetic slate-makers. 
While these calculations are in progress, Mr. 
Speer’s friends are hopeful as ever. They 
say he will be heard from before there is a 
change, and has no fear of an appeal to the 
people. Some of the republicans 
up there -are growing discontented. 
Crane, of Clarkesville, is 
gossiped about as a possible candidate, and 
dim in the distance looms the grim visage of 
Benjamin Dugger. 

COLONEL FARROW LOOMS UP. a 

Colonel Farrow, one of the leading spirits 
in the coalition, was in frequent communica- 
tion with Mr. Speer when in Washington re- 
cently, and they say he is to keep down all 
republican discontent in the ninth, where he 
has considerable influence. Speer fought 
Clark and helped the Georgia syndicate with 
all his might to rearrange the federal patron- 
age for thestate and thus is the debt to be 
repaid. Mr. Carey J. Thornton, of Colum- 
bus, is in Washington trying to get 
the post-office. He is a republican and brings 
a strong local backing. Mr, R. D. Locke 
made himself prominent in opposing the re- 
moval of Andrew Clark. This brought upon 
him the disfavor of the syndicate. General 
Longstreet, Colonel Farrow and the other 
leading spirits in this Warwickian combina- 
tion will now reward Mr. Locke for his zeal 
by going in for Thornton, Hels ina fair 
way to get the office.

any overtlow since the country was first set- 
tled. There will be very little land above 
water from the river front to the hills beyond 
the Yazoo river. Greenville is secure from 
any possible overflow, though the low points 
were at one time threatened. The refugees 
irom the overflowed plantations are congre- 
gating here, and our resources to feed and 
shelter thei will be severely taxed. So far 
the relief agents have not communicated with 
our local authorities. Our board of supervi- 
sors have asked that some government rations 
be sent here. The need is immediate, 

The sheriifof Bolivar county has lodged his 
prisoners in jail. here. He reports very few 
plantations im his county with even a strip of 
land above water. Consequently the loss of 
stock there will be almost total. The levees 
are thronged with negroesand stock, whose 
condition is most deplorable. 

A GRAVE PUBLIC DISASTER, 

As its extent becomes known this calamity 
begins to appal. <A tax suflicient te rebuild, 
the lev ees aboye would be almost unsupport- 
able, but that is only anitem. The laborers 
have lost their stock and. movables, and are 
in a panic stricken and demoralized condi- 
tion. Could transportation be secured there 
would be an exodus from here to the hills. 
The despondency of the planters and mer- 
chants is deepening. At first this blow was 
regarded as a disaster involving - losses and 
hard times, but now it is assuming graver and 
greater proportions. The most thorghtful 
as well as most sanguine look upon itas a dis- 
aster greater than has ever before befallen the 
cotton country. It will almost destroy the 
feeling of security with which ‘our local ca- 
pacity to hold the levee was becoming re- 
garded. Upon this reliance was_ based rail- 
road and other movements of capital toward 
the Yazoo delta, and if it goes all possible 
prosperity of this section goes withit. The 
correspondent does not believe that confidence 
or hope can be restored without national help 
to rebuild the levees. 

ALONG WHITE RIVER. 

Mempuis, March 7.---Captain Ed Postal, of 
the steamer Hard Cash, which arrived «this 
morning, reports that the back-water from 
the Mississippi river extends up White river 
to Clarenden, Arkansas, a distance of 155 
miles from the mouth of that river, and the 
entire country intervening is under water, 
which is two teet higher than was ever known 
before. A great loss of stock and damave to 
farming interests has occurred throughout the 
White river bottoms. The river here contin- 
ues stationary.

The Statement of Sweet A Co.—More Failures Re- 
ported. 

Boston, March 7.—At a meeting of the 
creditors of Charles A. Sweet & Co., the sus- 
pended banking firm held here to-day the fol- 
lowing statement was made: Liabilities of all 
sorts araount to $2,876,111 and _ assets, esti- 
mating the Massachusetts Central bonds at 50 
cents on the dollar, 32,775,057. In addition 
to this, Sweet’s private capital, $447,000, is 
liable for the debts of the firm, making the 
total assets $3,222,057, leaving a surplus of 
$345, 946.

DENVER, March 7.—Un Thursday, Arnoid 
Howard and Frank Young, char ed with 
‘attle stealing, were arrested and lodged in 
jailat Del Norte: The next day an attempt 
was made by the prisoners to break out of 
jail, but unsuccessfully.

THE CHINESE BILL CALLED UP. 

The Chinese treaty bill was again taken up, 
and Messrs. Miller and Farley, of California, 
and Mr. Fair, of Nevada, spoke briefly in 
fayor of the bill. Mr. Dawes, who was enti- 
tled to the tloor, then spoke at length against 
the bill. 

Mr. Platt then obtained the floor, but gave 
way toa motion by Mr. Hoar for an executive 
session. Pending action the California sena- 
tors urged that the bill should be disposed of 
to-day, and aitera statement that Mr. Platt, 
owing to the condition of his health, prefer- 
red to proceed to-morrow, endeavored to se- 
cure a specific limitation of the debate, but 
unanimous consent was not obtained.

Mr. King, of Louisiana, offered a resolution 
directing the committee On appropriations to 
consider what measures of relief should he 
extended the sufferers by the present floods 
of the Mississippi river and its tributaries, and 
to report by bili or otherwise as speedily as 
possible. Reterred. 

THE LASALLE CELEBRATION, 

Mr. Robeson, New Jersey, from the com- 
mittee on rules, reported back a resolution 
for the appoimtment of a committee of five 
senators and nine representatives to attend 
the celebration of the 200th anniversary of the 
discovery of the ‘mouth of the Mississippi 
river by LaSalie, to be held at New Orleans 
on April 9, 1882. Mr. Robeson said the com- 
mittee on rules was not sure that it had juris- 
diction over the matter, but it had deter- 
mined to report back the resolution as sery- 
ing to remind the United States that we have 
“a comimon country, @ common process and a 
common destiny. 

Mr. Cox pictured the voyage of LaSalle 
down the Mississippi, contrasting the vast wil- 
derness which wus washed by the waters of 
that great stream with the grand empire 
through which it towed, and concluded with 
an eloquent tribute to the achievements oi 
the greai discoverer. 

Mr. Washburn, of Minnesota, and Mr. Lord, 
of Michigan, advocated the adoption of the 
resolution as being an appropriate action to 
be taken by congress. Mr. Haskell, of Kansas, 
thought that the proceedings of the house this 
morning Were a grave travesty on its system 
of legislation. The calendars were clogged 
with public business, and the members were 
declaiming that it was impossible for them to 
listen to the demands of their constituents for 
lack of time. This injection of such a mass 
of poetry into such a volume ot plain prose as 
the house of representatives ought to be, was 
out of place and out of order, 

Mr. ‘taylor, of Ohio, saying that he was op- 
posed to the members deserting their busi- 
ness, moved to amend by adding the follow- 
ing: ‘‘Provided, that by that time congress 
has finally adjourned for this session.”’ 

Mr. Gibson, of Louisiana, earnestly favored 
the resolution, dwelling or. the great exploits 
of LaSalle, who had endowed America with 
the richest jewel in her diadem. (Applause. ) 

Mr. Humphrey, of Wisconsin, thought that 
in view of the suffering of the people of the 
south fromthe floods of the Mississippi the 
house had better attend to alleviating that 
suffering than send a committee down to 
celebrate an occasion like this. [Applause. | 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, opposed the reso- 
lution as being a bold proposition to send a 
junketing expedition to New Orleans to join 
in a festival. 

On motion of Mr. Haskell, of Kansas, the 
resolution and proposed amendment were laid 
upon the table. 77 yeas; 50 nays. 

The senate bill appropriating $20,000 for a 
statute to Chief Justice John Marshall was 
passed. The morning hour was dispensed 
with and the house went into a committee of 
the whole, and Mr. Mason endeavored to have 
the tariff commission bill considered. Mr. 
Valentine antagonized this with the 

AGRICULTURAL APPROPRIATION BILL, 
and after along discussion as to which bill 
was entitled to the precedence, the chair ruled 
in favor of the agricultural appropriation,and 
it was accordingly taken up. The amount 
appropriated is $396,880, being an increase of 
$71,280 over last yerr, and $106,100 less than 
the estimates. 

Mr. Aiken, of South Carolina, offered an 
appeal for an appropriation for the encourag- 
ing of tea culture in this country, and 
branched off to a general discussion of the 
tariff, advocating a revision ef custom duties, 
and especially the reduction of the duty on 
iron. Several other members upon the same 
text discussed the tantf until the committee 
rose, when, on motion of Mr. Moore, of Ten- 
nessee, the senate bill was passed, authoriz- 
ing the secretary of war to use hospital tents 
for the relief of the sufferers from the over- 
flow of the Mississippi river. Adjourned. 

FREMONT’S CLAIM. 

General John C. Fremont to-day filed his 

etition in the senate, in which he claims to 

e the owner in fee simple of Alcatrasus 
island, and asks that his claim be referred to 
the court of claims for adjudication. He sets 
forth that while he was military governor of 
the territory of California in 1847, he pur- 
chased for the United States the said island, 
commonly called Birds island, lying at the 
inner end of the strait which makes the en- 
trance fromthe Pacific ocean into the bay 
of San Francisco, and to which he 
(Fremont) gave the name of the Golden Gate; 
that the United States government repudiated 
the purchase and made it the subject of a 
charge of mutiny in the proceedings by court | 
martial in 1848, wherein the fact of the pur- 
chase of the island was deciared to be am as- 
sumption of power on the of General 
Fremont and an act of mutinyfagainst the gov-

ernment. In 1856, General Fremont ‘‘paid 
the bond given for the purchase and became 
the owner of said iskdnd.” He says the 
United States government ‘afterward, finding 
that the jsland is the key to the harbor of 
Sen Francisco, and indispensibly necessary as 
a point for establishing a lighthouse and forts, 
did, without his consent or knowledge, take 
possession of, and still holds, the said island 
as the property of the govermment. 

MASON’S PROBABLE SENTENCE. 

There is considerable speculation as to what 
are the findings of the court-martial in the 
case of Sergeant John A. Mason, charged with 
shooting at Guiteau, which concluded its 
labors on Thursday. The impresssion 1s that 
the court has acquitted the prisoner on the 
ground that Macon had not actually entered 
on duty at the time, nor did he fire at Gui- 
teau, for at the time, admitting that Guiteau 
was at the window, he could not be seen from 
the point whence Mason fired. It is gener- 
ally believed that even if the prisoner has not 
been acquitted that the punishment Is not 
severe, and that at most he will not be con- 


fined long if at all.

TAXING BANK DEPOSITS. 


The Amount in Excess of #2,000 Only Subject te 
the Operation of the Law, 

Wasuinotonx, March 7.—[Special.]—An im- 
portant decision handed down by the supreme 
court was in the case of the German savings 
bank, in New York, plaintiff in error vs. 
Joseph Archibald, collector, etc., in error to 
the circuit court of the United States for the 
southern district of New York. 

THE POINTS IN THE CASE 

Controversy in this case relates to the mean- 
ing of the concluding clause of section 5408 of 
the revised statutes exempting the deposits of 
money in savings banks not exceeding $2,000 
from the tax imposed by the preyious clause 
of the same section upon deposits generally. 
The savings bank construed the clause in 
question to meen that deposits of individuals 
not amounting to $2,000 were exempt from 
taxation altogether, and that if the deposits 
exceeded $2,000, only the amount of excess 
was liable to taxation. The collector, on the 
other hand, construed the clause 
to mean that if the amount 
standing to the eredit of the depositor 
on the books of the bank did not exceed 32,000 
it was exempt, but if it reached $2,001 that 
the whole amount, and not simply the one 
dollar of excess, became at once liable to tax- 
ation. The bank made a return in good faith 
of its individual deposits in excess of the 
$2,000 limit, and paid the taxes thereon, but 
the collector held the return to be false and 
fraudulent, added $5,236 to the taxes already 
paid, and imposed a penalty of 100 per cent 
for fraud, besides an additional 5 per cent for 
failure to pay the tax within the time pre- 
scribed by law. The bank brings the present 
suit to recover the excess of taxes paid under 
protest and the amount of penalties. 

THE BANK VIEW SUSTAINED. 

This court holds that the savings bank was 
right, and the tax collector was wrong, in the 
eonstruction put upon the clause of the law 
in question; that if an individual deposit ex- 
ceeds $2,000, the amount of excess and not the 
whole amouptis liable to taxation; that con- 
sequently the bank is entitled to recover the 
taxes paid under protest, and the amount of 
penalties. Judgment reversed with cost, and 
the cause remanded with instructions to enter 
judgi.ent in favor of the plaintiff. Opinion 
by Justice Field. 
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INTEROCEANIC SHIP RAILWAY. 


The Scnuate Committee on Commerce Adopts the Eads’s

THE GREAT WALK. 


Some Incidents of the Late Pedestrian Feat—Now 
The Money will ve Divided. 

New York, March 7. — The walking-match 
in New York was concluded Saturday night 
with a seore of 600 miles for Hazael, 577 for 
Fitzgerald, 555 for Noremac, 542 miles and 2 
laps for Hart, 555 for Hughes, and 525 ferSul- 
livan. An offer was made by Hazael’s back- 
er shortly after eight o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing to bet $5,000 that his man would make 625 
miles, but asit was not taken it was decided 
that he should stop at 600. It is thought he 
could have made the additional 25 miles with- 
out great effort. Temperance advocates will be 
glad to hear that the winner of the great race 
did not take a drop of liquor during the 
week. Hazael, between the hours 
of two and three o’clock Saturday afternoon, 
ran eight miles all but twenty yards, and this 
after he had only a few hours previously made 
the unprecedented score of 107 miles for the 
fifth day. Poor Hughes was taken into the 
fold of 525-mile men at twenty-three minutes 
past 3 o’clock. Everybody in the garden was 
heartily glad of it. He made his last lap of 
his 524th mile in his old jog trot, and those 
near the score board applauded him loudly. 
When 525 went up on the big score board op- 
posite his name everybody hada chance to 
cheer, and did so. 

SHAKING HANDS, 

In the evening, aiter a spurt, Hughes and 
Hart shook hands, as an indication that their 
feud was ended. MHazael trotted his last mile 
accompanied by Fitzgerald, the band playing 
‘Patience,’ and then “They are jolly good 
fellows.”” The champion’s whip was present- 
el by ‘Pop’? Whitaker, the orator of the 
arena. The handle of the whip is of yellow 
gold, on which, in yellow California pak is a 
figure in pedestrian costume and carrying a 
whip. Below this is a figure of the American 
agle in relief, supporting a wreath of laurel 
leaves in green gold, which entwines the 
handle and incloses the inscription. Below 
this is a+ band of gold _ encircling 
American gems, including a blue tour- 
maline from Maine, a red jacinth from 
Arizona, a green hiduenite and a black rutile 
from North Carolina. The but of the whip is 
surmounted by a cap of precious stones, join- 
ing the national colors. As already stated, 
the score of 5832 miles made by Fitzgerald in 
December, 1851, was the best up to this race. 
In addition to the challenge issued by Mr. 
Theodore Davis to back an unknown, Hazael 
has received several mvore challenges, one 
from Richard K. Fox, offering. to back 
Hughes, and one on behalf of an unknown, 
supposed to be Rowell. Fitzgerald is also 
said to desire another trial. The receipts of 
the walk were about $46,000, leaving after de- 
ducting expenses about $30,00U, to be divided 
among the six walkers. The total attendance 
was probably 50,000. 

HOW THE MONEY WILL BE DIVIDED. 

The walk was a financial as well as a pedes- 
trian success. No official report of the re- 
ceipts was made last night, but an estimate 
furnished to the press shows that the amount 
taken in at the gate and for the garden ‘‘privi- 
leges’’ was about $45,000. Mr. Peter Duryea, 
who advanced the moneys necessary for the 
walk, takes 15 per cent of the gross receipts 
for his risk. This will give him a profit of 
about $6.750. After this sum is deducted, the 
rent of the garden, which is $10,000, and all 
other expenses will be paid, and the sum that 
remains will be divided among the six men 
who completed 525 miles in the proportions 
stated in yesterday’s Star. Hazael receives 
$8,000 of the $9,000 stake money, and Fitzger- 
ald, who took second place, receives the re- 
maining $1,000.

DUNGINESS. 


THE GRAND OLD RUIN ON CUMBER- 
LAND ISLAND. 


Once an Abode of Abounding Hospitality—The Home 
of the Descendants of Gen. Nathaniel Greene— 
The Grave of Light Horse Harry Lee 
A Massive Structure—A Mystery. 


Washington Gazette. 

I mention Dunginess, of Cumberland Is- 
land, Georgia. This grand old ruin siands on 
the south point of the island, looking out on 
the broad expanse of the Atlantic. Disman. 
tled and despoiled by vandal treatment dur- 
ing our late war, it is no longer tenantable; 
and its former lofty walls seem to have lost 
half their altitude. It was originally a sixty 
feet cube, of massive tabby structures, whose 
castellated gray heights loomed up in thedim 
distance a landmark for the .weary mariner 
looking homeward. 


AN EARTHLY PARADISE. 

Dunginess was once an earthly paradise,the 
abode of true gentility, and abounding hospi- 
tality. Inthe early spring the delicious odors 
of its orange groves, wafted by favorable 
winds, could be inhaled for miles on the open 
sea.. Here for many years was the home of 
the immediate family and descendants of 
General Nathaniel Greene, of the revolu- 
tion, the friend and favorite of Washington. 
The remains of General Greene do not 
repose, as some think, on this island 
home. He died at the age of  forty- 
four from sunstroke at his rice plantation, 
Mulberry Grove, (given him by Georgia,) a 
few miles above Savannah, on the Savannah 
river, on the 19th of June, 1786, having never 
lived on Cumberland island, which was sub- 
sequently settled by his family. And the 
present place of his sepulture, knoweth no 
man untothis day. Immediately after his 
death his remains were deposited in a vault 
fora temporary period, located on confiscated 
property, confiscated because the original 
owners had sided with the royal government, 
and lett the country. 

AFTER THE WAR. 

After the war feelings had subsided, the 
confiscation acts were repealed, and absentees 
returned to their old homes. Among them 
were the owners of the above named vault. 
Soon after, the family of General Greene havy- 
ing selected a cemetery, decided to remove to 
it his remains, and opened the vault for that 
purpose; when to their utter astonishthent 
and grief, not avestige of their loved and 
honored dust could be _ found. That 
he had been removed vy cruel 
hands, was absolutely ¢ertain! The 
sad mystery rem®ins shrouded in painful, 
weary Conjectures. But, although debarred 
the privilege of visiting the resting place of 
the great man, his name and deeds are crystal- 
ized in the chronicles of the great revolution; 
and by the cenotaph erected to his memory 
by the city of Savannah in 1825, the corner 
stone of which was laid by his comrade, Gen- 
eral LaFayette, during his triumphal visit 
to the United States. And we _ hope 
that the monument voted by congress, to 
the memory of General Greene, nearly a cen- 
tury since, will yet be erected, It is said that 
the Hon. Alexander Stephens intends calling 
upon this long-neglected duty. But the re- 
mains of a noble hero of the great revolution, 
do repose at Dunginess. Thuse of General 
Henry Lee, known as light-horse Harry, the 
father of our peerless Robert E. Lee. 
He was distinguished for supe- 
rior military prowess, activity and efficiency. 
Wasaman of rare intellectual ability and 
culture. He composed the best history of the 
war in the southern states; and isthe author 
of that immortal tribute to ‘the father of his 
county,” (found in his eulogy on Wasiing- 
ton,) ‘‘First in war, first in peace, and first 
in the hearts of his countrymen!”’ 

LEE 8S DEATH. 

The death and burial of General Lee on 
Cumberland island, occurred as_ follows: 
Having been seriously, incurably wounded in 
Baltimore, in au attempt to quell a mob, 
some years after the war, he visited the West 
Indies for his health. Perceiving that his 
strength was failing, he determined to 
return home. The vessel that brought 
him, passing near JDunginess, he, at 
his request, was landed on Cumber- 
land island, Fortunately, meeting a grand- 
son of General Greene, to whom he made 
himself known, and requested him to inform 
his aunt, Mrs. Shaw, that an old friend and 
comrade in arms of her father, had arrived, 
and soight her hospitality. Very soon the 
family cirriage came down, and conveyed the 
sick general to the mansion; where he was 
welcomed most cordially, although intimating 
that his days were almost numbered. He lin- 
gered only a few weeks, receivin® the kindest 
attention, He was buried in the cemetery of 
the Greene family, at Dunginess, with mili- 
tary honors, amid the discharge of artillery, 
as there was at that time a small squadron 
of the United States navy at an- 
chor in the neighboring waters. The com- 
mander and_ ofticers of the  squad- 
ron, including the chaplain, landed and uni- 
ted in paying the last tribute to the illustri- 
trious dead. General Henry Lee was born in 
Westmoreland county, Virginia, January 
29th, 1756, and died 25th of March, 1818, aged 
62 years. One of the closing acts of the life 
of General Robert E. Lee, was to visit tae 
grave of his father in 1870, the year,of his 
death.

God had 
yessed him with many years of life, which 
enabled him to look back halfa century, and 
when he reviewed the rise of temperance 
work and compared its present With its piust, 
he had everything to encourge 
him, The movement en 
growing stronger and stronger, until now it 
‘has captured the consciences of men, and is 
recognized asa social problem of commanding 
claims. Fifty years ago there was scarcely a 
house in which liquor was not kept as a social 
necessity; but step by step improvement has 
been made until now to drink is regarded 
with suspicion even by drinkers themselves. 
Even in the last ten years the change has been 
remarkable, not only in this country but in 
England, where $7,500,000 is expended in the 
liquor trailic, and as muuch more is spent as i 
result. The American people would have pro- 
hibited the sale of intoXicants years ago, had 
it not been for foreign immigration. In New 
York city there are 250,000 [rish, who have 
brought with them their love for strong 
drink. There are also 900,000 Ger- 
mans, addicted to their miider  bevera- 
ges, but all the more dangerous 
on that account. Outside of the city of New 
York the state isin favorof prohibition. We 
want to educate people that- it is wrong to 
drink: and while itis true that law cannot 
stop a certain amount of drinking any more 
than it does a certain amount of stealing, 
still we want the drinking custom to be 
branded with ‘the condemnation of the law, 
rather than enthroned with its sanction. In 
Maine there may be some liquors sold, but it 
is as unlawfal as theft. The counties in 
which the iaw is most rigidly enforced are the 
ones in, Which the jails and poor houses are 
empty. From Maine the cause has reached 
into Kansas, and the example of Kansas will 
be followed by others. It is astonishing that 
men would license a trade from which they 
admit that only evil can come. Tlree- 
‘fourths of the crime of the country 
the direct result of drink. No man 
eyer did wrong beeause of temperance, while 
three-fourths of the wrong-doing is admitted 
to be the result of the opposite course. 
Drunkards can be reclaimed, and generally 
they ure worthy of any sacrifice to reclaim 
them. The mean, miserly man seldom be- 
comes a drunkard—it is -.the  free- 
hearted, open-handed man who is generally 
led astray. Bring them under the influence 
of the gospel. The speaker zave the history 
ofa New York reformatory for ‘respectable’ 
drunkards, the lesson of which was that retor- 
mation was not only possibile but generally 
succeeded. He portrayed the long procession 
of drunkards—75,000 strong—as it went down 
intothe valley of death, only to be followed 
by another and yet another. He appealed to 
ail to set an example by banishing drink, so 
astosave others. The work should be con- 
tinued until every state in the union had 
enactments prohibiting the manufacture or 
sale of strong drink. When Mr. Dodge sat 
down he was loudly applauded. 

In the opening part of Mr. Dodge’s remarks 
he hesitated for several minutes, evidently in 
pain, while the audience were in a tension ol 
eXcitement at the delay. The speaker has an 
affection of the blood something like vertigo, 
and it was owing to an attack of this that the 
hiatus occurred.

lor two very good reasons the Lancas'iire 
eotton manutlacturers have resolved unani- 
imously to their mills for two weeks 
during the present’ month. Cotton is nigh 
and the price of manufactured goods is low. 
A two weeks’ suspension will, they hope, 
lower the price of the raw material and raise 
that of their product. The English spinners 
and manufacturers, from a natural se!f-inter- 
est, have been somewhat persistently ‘“bear- 
ish,’’ and have declined to accept as true the 
predictions of speculators as to the deficiency 
of the American crop and the consequent cer- 
tain rise price. For this reason they 
have sparingly since the sea- 
son opened, so that on January 31, 
the surplus stock on hand in Liver- 
pool was 133,000 bales, against 25,000 bales on 
October 1. There was not much buying in 
Manchester, even after the fall in prices dur- 
ing the fourth week in January and the sub- 
sequent weeks, anJd the late rise to 6 7-16d. for 
middling upland cotton in Liverpool has 
quickened the determination of the manufac- 
turers to shut down. They have been unable 
to get any corresponding advance in price: for 
their go ids, which are selling at a ¢onsidera- 
ble falling off from last year’s figures. The 
“anchester quotations for 8-4 shirtings on 
February 24 were 6s. Gd, to 7s. 104d., against 
6s. 10'sd. to &s. 22d, on the same date last 
year; and yarns show a similar weakness, 

MANUFACTURERS’ CONTRACTS, 

English advices say that the manufacturers 
have for some weeks been engaged ia working 
off old contracts, with very few new ones 
coming in. Production has rather more than 
overtaken consumption, particularly in the 
eastern trade, and the manufacturers reasona- 
biy hope for improved prices as a result of 
two weeks’ at any rate, with cotton 
working up toward 7d per pound, there was 
nO Visibie profit in turning out goods on an 
already glutted market.

It happens, however, that the Indian and 
Egyptian crops are so good that England ex- 
pects to get from these sources 2,304,000 bales, 
or 344,400 more than last year. Ellison & Co. 
estimate that if the present high prices con- 
tinue the very large stock on. hand with the 
spinners will be drawn upon to the extent of 
at least 376,000 bales, so that India, Egypt 
and the storing-rooms will contribute 720,0W0) 
bales toward making good the American de- 
ficiency. Thetwo weeks’ suspension of the 
Lancanshire mills will ease the market still 
further, but to what extent it is quite 
impossible to say, as the demand depends 
primarily upon the takings of the spinners. 
If we estimate the amount at one-half 
the present weekly british comsumption, 
which is certainly within bounds, 
the suspension will give us another 70,000 
bales for the deliciency account, giving a total] 
of 790,000 bales of 400 pounds each, or about 
735,000 American bales of the average weight 
of the present year. This neutralizes at once 
the estiniated extra consuruption for the 
world, and Jeaves.us 285,000 bales to apply to 
the actual American shortage, reducing it, on 
the basis of a yield of 5,250,000 bales, to 965,- 
000 bales. Such facts as these have little or no 
lasting eifecten the cotton market, which is 
not governed by the laws of reason or those 
of supply and demand; but they serve to cor- 
rect the extravagant misstatements by which 
deeply interested speculators seek to affect 
the price of an article of universal consump- 
tiGn.

The small operators were demoralized. and 
dismuy was occasioned .ameng even the stiff 
speculators on a big scale. There were vari- 
ous tumors a#signed for the sudden tumble. 
among them, that the surplus earning of the 
company’s read, on whieh great 
had been based, were being ex- 
hausted in tlic purcinase ot stee] 
rails andl rolling stock, and tliat there would 
be nothing left for dividends. It was also as- 
serted that a change of opinion has taken 
place among the new directors, and that there 
is now considerable Opposition to the pro- 
posed distribution of the surplus cash of the 
steamship company. These rumors, coupled 
with the increasing impression that nothing 
can be done for the present, and the fact that 
an injunction lies against the new directors 
carrying out the schemes proposed have had 
a very depressing effect upon the market. 

Whilst these reports have no doubt some- 
thing to do with the rapid decline, the tum- 
ble may be attributed to the current rumor 
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that certain Louisville and Nashville | 

who were largely interested in Central, have 
been quietly unloading and the witg ng 
was caused by the large offerings. The Lo 
ville and Nashville stock has been rather 
panicky of late, and the interruption to busi- 
ness on the line caused by the late disastrous 
floods in Mississipi and Tennessee, and the 
destruction of bridges and damages to road 
bed, have occasioned a feeling of distrust 
among parties in the north largely inter 
ested. It was also reported that General

UNFORTUNATE ENTERPRISES. 


A List of the Failures In Five Southern States Last 
Week. 


There were 152 failures in the United States 
reported to Bradstreet’s during the past week, 
an increase of 17 over the preceding week, 
and 18 more than in the corresponding week 
last year. Several important failures oc- 
curred. Massachusetts shows a large increase 
ofsmall failures, and in Mississippi the floods 
and short crops are causing many traders to 
assign. The middle states had 31 failures, a 
decrease of 12; New England states 32, an in- 
crease of 15; southern states 36, an increase of 
6G; western states 45, an increase of 5; Califor- 
nia and the territories 10, an increase of 3; 
Canada 14, an increase of 6. In the 
principal trades there were: General traders 30; 
grocers 23; shees 11; dry goods 11; drugs 9; 
liquors 7; clething 7; manufacturers 6; miilli- 
nery 4; grain4; produce and provision so; hard- 
ware 2; hats 2; jewelry 2; furniture 2; millers 2. 
Among the important failures were Cazade, 
Crooks & Reynaud, exporters of grain and 
importers of wines,. New York; Menken Bro- 
thers, wholesale dealers in dry goods, Meni- 
phis, Tennessee; Henry. Milward « O.. 
grain and provisions, Chicago; John Rich- 
ards’s Sons, coopers, Cincinnati; H. A. Wood- 
ward, banker, Grayville, Illinois; Charles G. 
Johnson, iron foundry, New Orleans; Frank- 
lin A. Stone, manufacturer of boots and 
shoes, Holliston, Massachusetts.
